The Rev. A. D. Batchelor. 


SERIES ON MODERN PARABLES’ 


Exceed the Speed Limit in Our Haste 


to Condemn Others, Pas­ 


tor Asserts. 


St. Paul s M. E. 


At St. Paul's Methodist Church 
last night the Rev. A, I). Batchelor 
preached 
the 
third 
sermon 
in a 
series on “Modern Parables. 
I he 
subject was “Exceeding 
the Speed 
Limit.” The text w a s Job 9: 25—20, 
“My day?* are swifter than a post: 
they flee 
away, they see 
no good. 
They are passed as swift ships. 
He caid, “If Job did not see ‘good’ 
because his days passed so swiftly, 
it is not surprising if we lose the 
vision in our too hurried life. 
Ibis 
is a 
day of 
swift speed. 
Isaiah 
wrote, ‘We will ride upon the swift.” 
This was an unconscious prophecy. 
Swifter things arc vet to conn;. 
But 
the speed mania must he controlled. 
It is in the interest of safety that a 
limit 
should 
be placed 
upon our 
speed. 
We live too fast in other 
ways. 
Our passions and impulses 
drive us at breakneck speed. 
For 
this reason 
God has placed 
moral 
limits 
on our 
section. 
But 
these 
limits are too frequently disregard­ 
ed. 
“We exceed the moral speed limit 
when we indulge in the excesses of 
sin. 
We call the sinful life the “fast 
life.” 
This is a true characteriza­ 
tion. Our moral natures are not made 
for dissipation. 
When we live 
in­ 
temperately we are going beyond the 
limit. 
Lord Byron count hut eleven 
happy 
days at the end 
of a fast 
career. 
Ile learned that it did not 
pay to live so fast . Emerson wrote, 
‘Profligacy consists not in spending 
years of t ime or chests of money, 
but in spending them off the line of 
your career.’ 
Immorality 
is off the 
line of our moral career. 
It carries 
us beyond lawful limits and wrecks 
us with an unregulated speed. 
“We exceed the moral speed limit 
when ii our haste to condemn others 
A rash and hasty criticism is 
not 
an uncommon fault. 
The Psalmist 
wrote, ‘I said in my haste all men 
are liars.’ 
He wouldn’t have said 
it if he had not been in too great 
haste. 
After 
thinking about 
it he 
knew there was good in all men, and 
that many of them were not liars. 
We form 
many hasty 
conclusions 
about others. 
It would be better to 
look for their good qualities. 
Rusk­ 
in hung a picture over his window’ to 
hide the sear of a stone quarry on 
Goldston mountain. It is more credit­ 
able to us to hide the faults of others 
wit Ii a mantle of charity than to ex­ 


p o s e their sears. 
“We are going to fast when 
we 
make rash complaints against God. 
We do not always see the good in our 
afflictions. 
It is written of Job, “In 
all this Job sinned not, nor charged 
God foolishly.” 
Christian patience 
and contentment define the limit for 
our words, 
lf they break over these 
bounds they ar* rash and not ac­ 
ceptable to God. 
The man who in­ 
vented the alphabet for the blind was 
himself stricken w’ith blindness. 
At 
first 
he rebelled 
furiously against 
God. Yet God let him live to see the 
great good whieh came out of his 
affliction, and how rash and impru­ 
dent he had been in his complaints. 
“We live too fast when we give 
way to our anger. 
Anger is one of 
our most essential passions. 
It is 
closely 
allied 
to the 
conscience. 
Great reforms have been 
brought 
about because men 
showed some 
temper over the truth that had touch­ 
ed their consciences. 
Anger kindled 
at the wrongs 
of men regenerates 
society. But anger uncord rolled may 
cause us to speak the rash word 
or 
settle down into dull hate. 
Temper­ 
ance is a christian virtue. We need 
it in the regulation of the temper. 
The word ‘temperance’ means ‘bal­ 
ance.’ 
The angry man is indeed un­ 
balanced when he exceeds temperate 
limits by speaking the hasty w’ord or 
committing the violent deed. 
“We exceed Gotl’s speed limit in 


our haste to get rich. Solomon wrote, 
‘He that maketli 
haste to get 
rich 
shall not go unpunished:’ God 
has 
placed righteous limits upon the ten­ 
dency of men to greed. 
But some 
are in -neb great 
haste to be rich 
that they disregard these limit-. They 
view them as inconvenience and ruth­ 
lessly set them aside. 
We have be­ 
come suspicious of all great fortun es 
because 
the 
foundations 
of some 
great fortunes have been laid by a 
disregard of moral and legal limits. In 
American Commonwealth Bryce a-ks 
his American readers whose fellow 
citizens he characterizes as living to 
hastily, ‘Why in heaven’s name this 
haste?’ 
Yes, why this haste? 
We 
are living too fa-t. 
We are exceed­ 
ing all moral and physical limits .We 
do not take time to breath, to eat, to 
think or to see the good. 
We had 
better 
bring 
our 
live- into 
safer 
bounds.”

was without incident except for the 
auto's speed at times. 


"Feeling as I do about this case. I 


would be. a murdered if I allowed this 
man to hang," Gov. Slaton's state- 
ment said, "It means that I must live 
in obscurity the rest of my days but 
[ would rather he-plowing in a field

"Dutch" Stengel, or 
"Casey1', its he is sometimes fenbwn, 
once-, 'ond of Brooklyn's1 hardest /hit- 
ters, has the unhealthy mark of .174. 
Rfed Snodgrass, a Giant ex-slugger 
has amassed the mighty average 
this season of .212. Hank Schnitz, 
once famed as a home run swatter, 
has been in most of the Cubs games 
this year with the result that he has 
chalked up a mark of .213. Bobby 
Byrne, now a Phillie who as a Pirate 
and before that a Cardinal used to 
bang the ball .in the select class, haa 
been able to amass enough hits to 
give him a .215 rating.

People go Too Fast When They In- 


dulge in Excess of Sin, Says 


The Rev. A. D Batchelor. 


SERIES ON -MODERN PARABLES' 


Exceed the Speed Limit in Our Haste 


to Condemn Others, Pas- 


tor Asserts. 


St. Paul's M. E. 
; 


At SI, Paul's Methodist Church 


last night the Rev. A. D. Batehelor 
preached 
the third 
sermon in a 


series on "Modern Parables." The 
subject was "Exceeding 
the Speed 


Limit." The text was Job 9: 25—20, 
"My days are swifter than a post: 
they flee away, they see, .no good. 
They are passed as swift ships'." 


He sraid, "If Job did not see 'good' 


because his days passed so swiftly, 
it is not surprising if we lose the 
vision in our too hurrie'd life. 
This 


is a 
day of 
swift speed. Isaiah 


wrote, 'We will ride upon the swift," 
This was an unconscious prophecy. 
Swifter things are yet to come. But 
the speed mania must be controlled. 
It is in the interest of safety that a 
limit 
should be placed 
upon our 


speed. 
We live too fast in other 


ways. 
Our passions and impulses 


drive us at breakneck speed. 
For 


this reason 
God has placed moral 


limits on our section. But these 
limits are too frequently disregard- 
ed. 


"We exceed the moral speed limit 


when we indulge in the excesses of 
sin. We call the sinful life the "fagt 
life." 
This is a true characteriza- 


tion. Our moral natures arc not made 
for dissipation. When we live i 
temperately we are going beyond the 
limit. Lord Byron count but eleven 
hjippy 
days at the end of a fast 


career. lie learned that it did not 
pay to Jivfe so fast . Emerson wrqfe, 
'Profligacy. consists not in. spending 
years of time or chests of money, 
but in spending .them off the line of 
your career.' Immorality is off the 
line of our moral career. It carries 
us beyond lawful limits and wrecks 
us with an unregulated speed. 


exceed the moral speed limit 


when ii our haste to condemn others 
A rash and hasty criticism is 
not 


an uncommon fault. ,,The Psalmist 
wrote, 'I said in my haste all men 
are liars.' 
He wouldn't have said 


it if he had not been in too great 
haste. After thinking about it he 
knew there was good in all men, and 
that many of them were not liars. 
We form many hasty conclusions 
about otliers. It would be better to 
look for their good qualities. Rusk- 
in hung a picture over his window to 
hide'the sear of a stone quarry on 
Coniston mountain. It is more credit- 
able to us to hide the faults of others 
with a mantle of charity than to ex- 
pose their scars. 


We are going to fast when we 


make rash complaints against God. 
We do not always see the good in our 
afflictions. It is written of. Job, "In 
all this Job sinned not, nor charged 
God foolishly." 
Christian patience 


and contentment define the limit for 
our words. If they break over these 
bounds they ar» rash and not ac- 
ceptable to God. The man who in- 
vented the alphabet for the blind was 
himself stricken with blindness. 
At 


first 
he rebelled 
furiously against 


God. Yet God let him live to see the 
great good which came out of his 
affliction, and how rash and impru- 
dent lie had been in his complaints. 


"We live top fast when we give 


way to our anger. Anger is one of 
our most essential 'passions. It is 
closely 
allied 
to the 
conscience. 


Great reforms have been 
brought 


about because men showed ^some 
temper over the truth that had touch- 
ed their consciences. Anger kindled 
at the wrongs 
of men regenerates 


society. But .apger uncontrolled may 
cause" us to speak the rash word or 
settle down into dull hate. Temper- 
ance is a Christian virtue. We need 
it in the regulation of the tempers 
The word 'temperance' means 'bal- 
ance.' The angry man is indeed un- 
balanced when he exceeds temperate 
knits by speaking the hasty word or 
committing the violent deed. 


"We exceed Gofl's speed limit in

our'haste to get rich. Solomon wrote, 
'He that maheth hnste to get rich 
shall"not go unpunished:' God. has 
placed righteous limits upon the ten- 
dency of men'to greed. 
But some 


are in such great haste to be rich 
that they disregard these limits. They 
view them as inconvenience and-ruth- 
lessly set them aside. We have be- 
come suspicious of all great fortunes 
because the 
foundations 
of some 


great fortunes have been laid by a 
disregard of moral and legal limits. In 
Amerk-an Commonwealth Uryce asks 
his American readers who«e fellow 
citizens lie characterizes as living to 
hastily, 'Why in heaven's name this 
iiaste?' Yes, why this haste? We 
are living too fast. We are exceed- 
ing: all moral and physical limits -We 
do.not take time to breath, to.eat, to 
think or to see the good. We had 
better bring our lives into 
safer 


bounds."
